A famous historian has recently 
pointed out a series of str iking con- 
trasts between government by the 
many—as in America—and govern-

Comparing the two, he shows that 
in nations where the people actually 
rule: 

Wars are less frequent. 

The standards of individual well- 
being and of living are higher. 

Freedom of religion, of speech and 
of the press has been preserved. 

Individual energy and progress are 
greater. 

Science, art, literature and other 
high forms of human endeavor have 
made swifter strides. 

Life, personal safety and general 
stability are more secure. 

These contrasts he draws not from 


the dim past, but from the present, 
with the picture of what is actually 


The picture is not only for the 
eyes of the historian. Constantly it 
fiashes before all the American peo- 
ple in headlines, in news photo- 
graphs, in reports from many au- 
thoritative sources. 


It stands a constant refutation of 
those champions and admirers of the 
new dictatorships abroad, who would 
have the American people swap their 
power and independence for the 
desperate experiments now develop- 
ing in Europe. 

If the American people want to 
see what the Democracy established 
by our Constitution means, let them 
consider the progress in national de- 
velopment and individual well-being 
achieved by the United States during 
its century and a half of history. 

If they want to understand what 
Dictatorship, or Communism, or 
other denials of government by the 
people can bring, let them look at 
the rations now suffering under 
such experiments abroad.

Of Way Secured 


Water, Gas Sever Lines 
Must Be Moved Is 
Found 


Menlo Park’s Water Committee, J. 
H. Sullivan, Ccairman, has been 
hard at work for the past two weeks 
establishing a right of way to bring 
Hetch-Hetchy water to this district. 

The idea is to establish a thirty- 
six inch pipe line from Redwood 
City to California avenue in the 
Mayfield district of Palo Alto. 

It is understood that the Wate1 
Committee has secured grants for 
the right-of-way from the 
house at Five Points, Redwood City, 
through Menlo Park. These rights- 
of-way are sixteen feet from the 
property line. 

It is reported that this right-of- 


Company’s gas mains 
and power pole, Telephone poles 
and conduits, sewer lines of the 
Menlo Park Sanitary District and 
water mains of the California Water 
Service (formerly the Bear Gulch 
Water Company), all of which will 
have to be moved.
